Six Men Return to Spitz- 
bergen in One Plane, the 


150 Miles From Pole. 


By the Aesociated Press. 
LONDON, June 19. — Roald 


Amundsen has once more come 


the Arctic. 

An abandoned seaplane. frozen 
in the ice about 150 miles from the 
North Pole, remains as his ‘“‘farth- 
est North” marker, but the great 
Norwegian e.plorer and his five in- 
trepid compantons are enjoying-the 
comfort of bunks and warm meals 
after 28 days of privations, during 
which they pried the other ma- 
chine out of the ice and flew it 
back to Spitzbergen. 

Amundsen failed to realize his 
dream of reaching the pole by air, 
but the failure was .magnificent 
and is almost entirely lost sight 
of here in the great popular wave 
of relief at the news of his re- 
turn and admiration of his heroic 
accomplishment. 

Gone Nearly a Month. 

Amundsen’s two planes, one 
commanded by himself and the 
other by his American fellow ad- 
venturer and financial backer, 
Lincoln Ellsworth, disappeared 
over the Northern horizon from 
King’s Bay, Spitzbergen, on May 
21. 

The other members of the party 
were Hjalmar Riiser-Larsen, Nor- 
wegian, and Lief Dietrichson, Nor- 
wegian, the pilots; Oskar Omdahl, 
Norwegian, and Kar! Feucht, Ger- 
man, the mechanicians. 

The planes carried no wireless. 
and as the days passed without 
the flyers’ return hopes began to 
be lost that the explorers would 
survive the Arctic cold. 

As hopes faded preparations 
were under way for relief expedi- 
tions, although it was realized that 
looking for a small party of men 
in the great Northern waste of ice 
and water was an almost hopeless 
task.

According to the Information 
upon which Pierce and Green were 
indicted, mortgages on automobiles 
which were never sold, and exe- 
cuted in the names of persons who 
never existed, or persons who were 
employes of the North Side Nash 
Co., which closed its doors in Jan- 
uary, were used to obtain loans 
from the Remedial Co. Green, 
while secretary of the loan com- 
pany, was also listed as secretary 
of the North Side Nash Co. He de- 
nied after his arrest that he was 
ever officially connected with the 
Nash company, but said he had a 
drawing account with the firm. 

The charges of obtaining money 
under false pretenses, according 
to Walter Roos, Assistant Circuit 
Attorney, are based upon the same 
transactions which led to the in- 
dictment of Green. These transac- 
tions, it is alleged, resulted in a 
loss of the loan company of an 
amount estimated at approximate- 
ly $25,000. The discovery of the 
Nash company’s paper in the Rem- 
edial company’s possession resulted 
when an insurance company noti- 
fied the loan company that it de- 
sired to call a number of the loans. 

Capitalized at $35,000. 

Roos said today hé has been in- 
formed that Pierce, without any 
money of his own, interested two 
other men in the proposed organi- 
zation of the North Side Nash Co. 
These men, it was said, put up 
$7000 capital, some of which was 
used to remodel a building for the 
company at Grand boulevard and 
St. Louis avenue. Pierce then or- 
ganized the North Side Nash Co., 
and capitalized at $35,000. Short- 
ly thereafter, Roos was told, the 
two men who had been associated 
with Pierce desired to withdraw 
from the company, and Pierce went 
to Green for the money with which 
to purchase the interests of his 
associates. 


Green, it was sa#d, furnished the 
money asked for, and then. accord- 
ing to the information which led 
to their indictment, proceeded to 
borrow money from the Remedial 
company on fraudulent mortgages. 
The forgery charge against Pierce 
is based on information presented 
to the Grand Jury that he signed 
the names of employes of ‘¢e 
North Side Nash Co., and of fie- 
titious persons to the mortgages. 

Green, it is charged, had knowl- 
edge of the nature of the mort-

Stay of Fxecution Granted “Wolf

CHICAGO, June 19.—John W. 
Worthington, “the Wolf of LaSalle 
Street.” whe recently vanished from 
a sanitarium at Los Angeles, will 
be put in prison as soon as the Fed- 
eral authorities can lay their hands 
on him. | 
_Worthington’s stay of execution | 
was vacated today by Federal | 
Judge Cliffe on motion of Assistant 
State's Attorney Byrnes, and as | 
soon as he can be found he will 
be sent to Atlanta penitentiary for, 
a two-year term. In 1923, Worth-| 
ington was sentenced upon convic- | 
viction ‘of using the mails in a | 
scheme to defraud by the sale of | 
stock. He appealed, but in 1924 | 
the United States Supreme then |

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confirmed the sentence. Since then 
he has been at liberty under $5000 
bond by a stay of execution ob- | 
tained on the piea that Worthing- | 
ton was ill of diabetes and likely, 
to die. He went to California and

Spitzbergen yesterday, will be at 
Cape Thomas Hubbard, on Axel 
Heiberg Island. From there fhe 
flyers will spread out to look for 
the new-continent. 

Once this lard is found, the sci- 
entists of the expedition, who are 
working under the auspices of the 
National Geographical Society, 
which is sponsoring and financing 
the trip, will begin their studies of 
the islands and antmal life of the 
territory. 

Scientists in Party. 

These scientists include Dr. Wal- 
ter Koelz of Ann Arbor Mich., 
who for the last ten years has been 
studying the habits and species of 
white fish in the Great Lakes for 
the United States Bureau of Fish- 
erles. He expects to find many 
types of fish that will be new to 
museums, and perhaps to learn the 
breeding place of the cod that 
Swarms to New England waters. 
There are many game birds in the 
United States that come from no 
one Knows where, and Dr. Koelz 
believes the breeding places of 
many will be found.

PARIS, May 20.—-Finland is a 
republic, with social and govern- 
mental institutions representing a 
nice equilibrium between the spirit 
of conservatism and the spirit of 
democratic liberalism.

‘and Finnish official languages, and 
gives equal rights to all citizens, 
male and female, at the same time 
exacting from them equal duties. 
For example, all citizens, without 
distinction as to sex, are obliged to 
participate, in one form or anoth- 
er, in the national defense—a con- 
atitutional provision which, so far 
as [ am aware, does not exist in 
any other country. There is a 
president of the republic, a one- 
chamber diet or legislature, a pre- 
mier and a council of Ministers in 
the usual style of European de- 
mocracy, and full guaranties are 
vouchsafed to property and to per- 
sonal liberty.

OST of the rugs in common 
M are of the machine-made 

pile type. Brussels, Axminster 
and Wilton rugs are of this kind. 
The warp and filling of such rugs 
may be of linen, hemp, jute or cot- 
ton. This backing of rugs of the 
nonreversible type is generally 
given a sizing which gives the rug 
stiffness, helps to keep it in shape 
and adds to its wearing qualities. 

After much cleaning and con- 
stant wear this sizing wears off. 
Rugs of this type then begin to 
wrinkle, the edges curl and when 
used in this condition they soon 
wear out or fringe and begin to 
look shabby. 

At housecleaning time one often 
notices rugs in this condition. It 
is then that resizing will pay for 
itself in adding to the durability 
of the rug as well as making it look 
much better. The resizing can be 
done at home or by a carpet 
dealer.
